Student Clean Energy Coalition. 
 
Sam Hummel is Duke University's environmental sustainability coordinator. 
While an undergrad at Duke, Sam led the Green Power Challenge, an innovative 
wind power purchasing initiative, and several energy conservation projects. 
 
Billy Parish is Founder and Executive Director of the Climate Campaign, a coalition of 
125 northeast college environmental groups promoting campus clean energy purchases and 
responsible state energy policies.  Billy is also a Co-Founder and a steering committee 
member of Energy Action, a new North American Student Clean Energy Coalition. 
 
Kassie Rohrbach works at the Center for Resource Solutions, as a Green-e Program 
Associate. Kassie graduated from Connecticut College, where she co-organized one of the 
first renewable energy campus victories in the country. Today, Connecticut College offsets 
more than 40% of its electricity with green power. 
 
Suzanne Tegen is a graduate student at the University of Colorado at Boulder. In 2000, 
Boulder students were the first in the nation to vote for the purchase of green power. Last 
spring, students voted to quadruple their green power commitment.
